Congress is self-explanatory and comes 


to the public in a very opportune time 


In view of the fact that Great Brit 


atn has refused to arbitrate the differ 


ences between it and the republic 


Nicaraugua, it may be wise to call th 


attention of the public to the position 
which was assumed by the America 


republic on the question of arbitration 


in the Pan-American Congress held in 


Washington in 1890. 
T h e following 


resolutions were unanimously adopted 


by that Congress, Chilie alone abstain 


ing from voting: 


First—That the principle of conquest 
shall not * * be recognized 
as ad 
missible under American public law. 


Second—That all cessions of terri 
tory made during the continuance of 
the treaty 0/ arbitration shall be void 
if made' under threats of war or the 
presence of an armed force. 


Third—Any nations from which such 
cessions shall be exacted may demand 
that the validity of the cession so 
exacted shall be submitted 
to arbitra 


" 
tioBL 


Fourth—Any 
renunciation of the 
right to arbitration made under the 
conditions named in the second section 
shall' be null and void. 


These resolutions were 
introduced 


by Mr. Blaine. 
It will be seen that in 


B O far as the Pan-American Congress 


voiieed the popular sentiment 
of the 


nations represented therein arbitration 


was declared to be a settled 
principle 


of American international law. 


It ought to be here stated that the 


United States assumed a conspicuous 


position in obtaining 
this declaration, 


and that position was taken 
by this 


country in the interest of the small re 


publics of this continent and not in 


the interest of the United States; for 


It should b e noted 
that the United 


States would receive the least 
benefit 


b y reason of international arbitration. 


This is the great republic of the West 


ern continent, and, if need 
be, could 


fight its way. 


Arbitration means international jus 


.tice and is the modern and most en­ 


lightened means of settling international 


difficulties. 
It is founded 
upon the 


theory 
that the right and not the 


physical power of the nations involved 


shall control. 
Thus, in the great court 


of arbitration, the smallest and most 


powerful nations are equals. 


In view of this undisputed trend of 


international enlightened 
public senti­ 


ment, the question is, Can the United 


States 
afford to remain silent while 


England takes possession of the 
chief 


pott and part of the territory of one of 


the republics or. this continent and by 


physical force 
proceeds to collect an 


arbitrary amount of money 
vvhicli it 


has assessed against 
that republic? 


This is but the successful 
practice of 


the bully and the bficcaneer. 
England 


would never attempt to do this with 


any 
first-class 
European power nor 


would it attempt to do it with the 


United States. 


Indeed, if England can assess Nic 


ttragua $75,000 as a penalty for 
send­ 


ing its Consular Agent out of the ter-; 


ritory 
of Nicaragua, why not assess 


Nicaragua $7,000,000 or even $70,- 
000,000? For if the right 
exists in 


England to do the one, 
there 
can be 


no question it equally has the 
right to 


do the other. 
K thus becomes a 


simple proposition of the will to d o 


and the power to accomplish. 
If Eng­ 


land can thus destroy one American 


republic, why 
can it not with equal 


right destroy others, and in time as­ 


sume dominion over all the small re- 


ublics of the Western world? 
Will the United States stand quietly 


by and permit the autonomy of a sister 


republic on the American continent to 


be thus destroyed, and especially for 


the reasons given in this instance? I 


think not 


I do not suggest 
that the United 


States should for trivial causes engage 


in war, even to defend a sister Ameri 


can nation, but when it shall 
become 


necessary for this 
great 
country to 


maintain the right of arbitration, as 
between the smaller 
powers of the 


western world and the 
great and ag­ 


gressive European nations, or. when 


the autonomy of an American republic 


is unjustly attacked by a 
foreign 


European power, or when the prin­ 


ciples or the so-called 
Monroe 
doc­ 


trine are cast to the winds and a for­ 


eign power like England comes 
into 


the very shadow of this 
republic and 


attempts by farce to either acquire ter­ 


ritory or destroy the little power that 


possesses it, then the United 
States 


must, in defense of its own 
independ­ 


ence, maintain the independence of 


the other American republics. 
It is 


an attack 
upon 
this Nation for any 


foreign power to acquire territory on 


the American 
continent by force of 


arms.

' THE SPANS OF LIFE. 


DIFFERENCES O F DURATION l!< MEN 
AND ANIMALS. 


LONGFELLOW'S FIRST POETRY. 


One of the Shortest Is that of the May 


Fly and One of the Longest the Ele-. 


phant's—Among- Insects the Period of 


Adult Life Varies Greatly. 


An essay of WoismanD, charming 
and profound and written befora tbci 
obsoesion of a logical theory bnrl cur 
ried him into arid metaphysics, dia- 
cnssed the duration of life in men and 
animals. To many, perhaps to most, 
living things, death oomes unexpected­ 
ly, with an ironical indifference to the 
period of the animal's life or to its bus­ 
iness of the moment. 
Tho man may be 
preparing to be merry; the bird may be 
a-bnilding, the butterfly not yet dry 
from the chrysalis, whon they are fallen 
upon by blind misohance, by enemies 
intent only on dinner or by unthinking 
microbes. Confronted by such extrinsic 
accidents, men cry out«Bftor their kind, 
the poet attuning an ineffootanl lam­ 
entation, the moralist preaching, the 
pagan urging to the day of pleasure, 
but the naturalist must be dnmh. His 
opportunity oomes with tho animals 
that avoid or escape colliding fates, and 
that yet after a fixed period run down 
like a clock. The seeds of deaths appar­ 
ently have been lying inert in the body 
and oome to fatal maturity after a lapse 
of time that varies little among indi­ 
viduals of the same species, but that is 
widely different among difforent kinds 
of animals. 


Threescore and ten is tho natural 
period of man's life. The elephant will 
live 200 years, tho horse but half a oen- 
tury. Singing birds and fowls and pheas­ 
ants will live for nearly 20 years, but 
parrots, eagles, falcons and swans are 
known to survive thoir century. 
Some 
live 
through 
nearly two centuries. 
Queen ants and working ants may live 
for years. 
Sir John Lubbock kept a 
quoen ant alive for 13 years, during all 
which period she continued to lay fer­ 
tile eggs, but the males live only a few 
days. 
Qneon bees live two or throe 
years; workers and drones a few months, 
although indeed in ono sense the death 
of tho latter is unnatural, as the work­ 
ers drive them away from the stores of 
food, so that thoy perish of starvation. 
Among insects gouerally tho period of 
adult life varies greatly. 
Many, like 
the May flies, dance in the sun only for 
a few hours; the sexes moot, the eggs 
am deposited and tho creatures die be­ 
fore nightfall. 
Many butterflies and 
moths are unprovided with feeding or­ 
gans and livo only a few hours, others 
for many days. 


Leaving out of count certain minor 
factors, liko the timo required for grow­ 
ing to a larger sizo and the slower 
growth of animals that must waste time 
and energy in capturing living food, it 
is cortain that thoro is an intimate con­ 
nection all through tho animal kingdom 
between the duration of life and the 
reproductive habits. 
Animals, in one 
sense, are like tho bright and fragrant 
flowors 
of 
plants; 
since when 
their 
function is accomplished, when seeds 
are formed, 
thoy wither and 'perish. 
The business of the animal soems to be, 
not to live its own life, but to reproduce 
its own kind, and the term of life at its 
disposal is adjustod accurately to the 
spocial 
difficulties of this 
purpose. 
Weisinann and Alfred Russol Wallace 
suggest that death comos as soon as pos­ 
sible after the do© number of successors 
has been produced, in order that each 
spocies may always be represented by a 
full tale of young and vigorous indivi­ 
duals. Natural selection acts like a con­ 
tractor who has undertaken to keep a 
window box gay with fresh 
blossoms; 
each plant must be removed almost be­ 
fore its flowers fade. 


But our present concern is with the 
fact rather than with explanation of the 
fact. 
Taking the noeds of reproduction 
as a master key, we find it unlocking 
the secrets of inequalities of life. The 
May flies live only a few hours, but 
their eggs are produced abundantly and 
have only to be dropped into pools from 
whioh their parents, leaving their chrys­ 
alis, sprang into the sunny air. The 
short lived moths and butterflies simi­ 
larly are untroubled by family cares. 
When the eggs have to be deposited on 
oommon and abundant food plants tho 
females need and possess few hours in 
whioh to accomplish thoir oasy task. 
The males, on the other hand, have to 
fly about seeking and sometimes 
fight­ 
ing for possession of the females, and 
to them a longer life is allotted. 
But­ 
terflies and moths that live for more 
than a few days aro thoso whose cater­ 
pillars require a rarer food plant, a 
more carefully chosen nursery and feed­ 
ing ground. The females have to fly 
about seeking convenient spots for their 
offspring, and the eggs, instead of ripen­ 
ing and being depositod simultaneous­ 
ly, are laid from day to day uutil the 
full tale be accomplished. 
In many 
tribes of bees the males play thoir part 
but pnce, and that during the nuptial 
flight of the quoen. Immediately after­ 
ward they die or shortly after are killed 
by the workers. The queens, secluded in 
the middle of the hive, produoe crops 
of workers year after year, and so their 
lives are prolonged. 


Among the birds and beasts parental 
oares have brought length of days with 
them. The small singing birds are rapid 
breeders, sometimes produoing five or 
sex nestlings twice a year, but their 
enemies are equally numerous, and de­ 
spite the constant attention of the male 
and female play such havoo with the 
yonng tha$ hardly in 20 years will a 
pair rear up young enough to maintain 
the species. 
Birds like pheasants and 
fowls are still more prolific, but old 
and yonng like are preyed upon by a mul­ 
titude of enemies. The birds of prey are 
slow breeders. Their active flight makes 
it impossible that the females shpuld 
carry with them a burden of developing 
eggs, and in their long lives they leave 
behind them no more, progeny than 
qpiakar breeding!fhortejr. lived orea- 


He Was More Than Thirty When Ilia First 
Volume Was Published. 


Toward the end of 1830 he took up 
his abode in Cambridge, where he was 
to rosido for the rest of his life—for 45 
yearB. He was made to feel at home in 
the society of the scholars who cluster­ 
ed about Harvard, then almost tho sole 
center of culture in the country. His 
work for the college was not so exact­ 
ing that he had not time for litorature. 
Tho impulse to write poetry returned, 
yot the n u i book ho published was the 
proso "Hyperion," which apppeared in 
1830, and which, though it has little 
plot or action, may be called .a romance. 
Tho youthful and poetic horo, apaspion- 
ato pilgrim in Europe, was, more or 
less, a reflection of Longfellow himself. 


A few months later in the same year 
he published his first volume of pootry 
— "Voices of tho Night"—in which he 
reprinted certain of his earlier verses, 
most of them written while he was at 
Bowdoin. 
Some of these boyish verses 
show tho influnnco of Bryant, and oth­ 
ers roveal to us that tho young poet had 
not yet looked at life for himself, but 
still saw it through tho stained glass 
windows of Kuropoan tradition. Tho 
same volume contained also some more i 
recent poems—"Tho Beleaguered City" , 
and "Tho Reaper and the Flowers" and 
tho "Psalm of Life' —perhaps the first 
of his poems to win a swift and abiding 
popularity. 
These lyrics testified 
that 
Longfellow was beginning to have a 
stylo of his own. As Hawthorne wrote 
to him, "Nothing equal to them was 
evor written in this world—this west­ 
ern world, I mean. " 


Certainly no American author "had 
yet written auy poem of tho kind so 
good as tho best of thoso in Longfol- 
low's volume of "Ballads," 
printed 
two years later. 
Better than any other 
American poet Longfellow hail master­ 
ed tho difficulties of tho story in song, 
and he knew how to combine the swift­ 
ness and tho pietnresqueness the ballad 
roquires. 
His ballads have more of tho 
old timo magic, more of the early sim­ 
plicity, than those of any other modern 
English author. Of its kind thero is 
nothing hotter in tho language than 
"Tho .Skeleton In Armor," with its 
splondid lyric swing, and "Tho Villago 
Blacksmith" and "Tho Wreck of the 
Hesperus" are almost as good in their 
humbler sphere. 
"Excelsior," in tho 
same volume, voices tho noble aspira­ 
tions of youth and has been taken to 
heart by thousands of boys and girls.—

The state in which the mind 
acta oorreotly as to its judgment, bnt 
the will is controlled by some impluse 
which the mind cannot master, is not 
reoognlsed in many criminal courts, 
because it has been found that the ex­ 
cuse of irresistible impulse led to too 
gteat a number of acquittals in oases 
where defendants were really guilty of 
serious offenses. 


In civil oases it is easier to deal with 
persons whose minds are so affected 
that they cannot come to oorreot con­ 
clusions as to oertain subjects.

Hon. Richard Vanx had danced with 
Queen Victoria baa been denied quite 
frequently since his death, but as a 
matter of fact he did danoe with the 
queen. He was not her partner, it is 
true, but danced in what was known as 
the queen's cotillon at the ball given 
in her honor in 1887, when he was sec­ 
retary of the United States legation.
